TOKIO, Sept. 2. (By Mail.)— Budd- 


hism will die a natural death when 


j militarism and imperialism are dissi- 
pated from the world, and Christian- , 


j ity will become the religion of the 
' Japanese, according to the prediction ! 
of Dr. Danjo Ebina, veteran and lead- 
i-np Japanese Christian pa.stor of To- 
kio. Dr. Ebina made this prophecy 
at the Conference of the Federates 
Council of the Churches in Japan in 
Karuizawa, the most popular summer 
resort of Japan. At this report 617 
Americans and U65 Britons, almost 
all 
missionaries, are sj.-emiing 
tiierr 


annual holiday lasting through July 
and August. 


"I am exceedingly glad that Japan 


is participating as an ally of the great 
democratic nations in tin's war," Dr. 
Kbina said. "The revolution of 18(>7 
in Japan effected the abolition of a 
feudal government. Thus 
the caste 


system was destroyed and the equali- 
ty of men established. The principles 
of American democracy had a tremen- 
dous influence on this revolution. 


"While old Japan hated the gospel 


taught by Christian missionaries, the 
new Japan welcomed it. For 20 years 
after the revolution conditions favor- 
able to Christianity continued in. Ja- 
pan. Then the ("German system wan 
introduced into the country. 
It suit- 


ed the 'spirit of militarism and 'impe. - 
ialism that still obtained :n certain 
quarters, but it gave to Japan a phil- 
osophy of absolutism which had a fas- 
cination for some minds. 


"This spirit appeared almost to su- 


persede the democratic ideas that had 
been, inculcated in the mind's of Un- 
people. 
It made Japan very conserv- 


ative. In certain respects Japan even 
went beyond German kaiscriwrn, Intro- 
ducing a kind of emperor-worship. 
With this Buddhism easily united. 


:'Then for a time many Japanese 


tried to bring Japan into an alliance 
with Imperial Russia so as to carry 
out the idea of imperialism in Asia. 
Hut happily Japan chose Great Brit- 
ain as her ally. At the beginning of 
the war some Japanese regretted that 
Japan was not an ally of Germany. 
Vet in spite of her militarism and her 
imperialism, Japan has been on the 
side of the democratic nations. 


The greatest crisis 
in Japanese 


history is impending. The defeat of 
German militarism and 
imperialism 


on the battlefields of F.urope 
wiii 


mean the defeat of these doctrines all 
the world over. 
These two 'isms', 


as you know, have been the grcatesi 
hindrance to the -spread of the gospe.' 
in Japan. Because missionaries, pas- 
tors and evangelists have 
been r^- 


garded as opposed to militarism am 
imperialism, "they have been rcjjanlei' 
as enemies of Japan."

The Russian Bolsheviki movement, 


inspired by the German agents, caus- 
ed many sailors to kill their officer:;, 
but Nicolsky had been so humane and 
kind to his crew that they refused to 
•lay him, and issued him passports as 
a common sailor, thus enabling him 
to escape. He crossed Siberia in three 
months' time and came to the United 
States by way of Japan. As a mem- 
ber of a Russian Polar expedition he 
spent three years in the Arctic circle, 
and endured 113 consecutive "days" 
of polar night. 


These veterans know the value of

TOKIO, Sept. 2. (By Mail.)— Budd- 


hism will die a natural death when 


j militarism and imperialism are dissi- 
pated from the world, and Christian- , 


j ity will become the religion of the 
' Japanese, according to the prediction ! 
of Dr. Danjo Ebina, veteran and lead- 
i-np Japanese Christian pa.stor of To- 
kio. Dr. Ebina made this prophecy 
at the Conference of the Federates 
Council of the Churches in Japan in 
Karuizawa, the most popular summer 
resort of Japan. At this report 617 
Americans and U65 Britons, almost 
all 
missionaries, are sj.-emiing 
tiierr 


annual holiday lasting through July 
and August. 


"I am exceedingly glad that Japan 


is participating as an ally of the great 
democratic nations in tin's war," Dr. 
Kbina said. "The revolution of 18(>7 
in Japan effected the abolition of a 
feudal government. Thus 
the caste 


system was destroyed and the equali- 
ty of men established. The principles 
of American democracy had a tremen- 
dous influence on this revolution. 


"While old Japan hated the gospel 


taught by Christian missionaries, the 
new Japan welcomed it. For 20 years 
after the revolution conditions favor- 
able to Christianity continued in. Ja- 
pan. Then the ("German system wan 
introduced into the country. 
It suit- 


ed the 'spirit of militarism and 'impe. - 
ialism that still obtained :n certain 
quarters, but it gave to Japan a phil- 
osophy of absolutism which had a fas- 
cination for some minds. 


"This spirit appeared almost to su- 


persede the democratic ideas that had 
been, inculcated in the mind's of Un- 
people. 
It made Japan very conserv- 


ative. In certain respects Japan even 
went beyond German kaiscriwrn, Intro- 
ducing a kind of emperor-worship. 
With this Buddhism easily united. 


:'Then for a time many Japanese 


tried to bring Japan into an alliance 
with Imperial Russia so as to carry 
out the idea of imperialism in Asia. 
Hut happily Japan chose Great Brit- 
ain as her ally. At the beginning of 
the war some Japanese regretted that 
Japan was not an ally of Germany. 
Vet in spite of her militarism and her 
imperialism, Japan has been on the 
side of the democratic nations. 


The greatest crisis 
in Japanese 


history is impending. The defeat of 
German militarism and 
imperialism 


on the battlefields of F.urope 
wiii 


mean the defeat of these doctrines all 
the world over. 
These two 'isms', 


as you know, have been the grcatesi 
hindrance to the -spread of the gospe.' 
in Japan. Because missionaries, pas- 
tors and evangelists have 
been r^- 


garded as opposed to militarism am 
imperialism, "they have been rcjjanlei' 
as enemies of Japan."

the naval engagements of Russian 
cruisers operating against 
Turkish 


ports and commanded his own des- 
troyer when the Germans took Riga. 
He has been decorated five time,. 
bravery and wears the War Cross. 


The Russian Bolsheviki movement, 


inspired by the German agents, caus- 
ed many sailors to kill their officer:;, 
but Nicolsky had been so humane and 
kind to his crew that they refused to 
•lay him, and issued him passports as 
a common sailor, thus enabling him 
to escape. He crossed Siberia in three 
months' time and came to the United 
States by way of Japan. As a mem- 
ber of a Russian Polar expedition he 
spent three years in the Arctic circle, 
and endured 113 consecutive "days" 
of polar night. 


These veterans know the value of
